ore has been available only to the 
wives and mothers of soldiers whose 
deaths resulted from active service 


prior to November llth, 1920, will 


now be issued in respect of any man 
who dies as the result of active sery 
jee, regardless of the date of death 


\ militia order has just been issued 
to this effect as the result of represen 
tations from the Ontario Provincial 
Command, G.W.V.A., strongly sup 
ported by Capt. H. A. Chadwick of the 
Records Branch, Department of Na 
tional Defence. 

The issue of the Memorial Cross in 
the first instance was prompted by 
‘the desire of the nation to provide 
some tangible recognition of the sacri 
fice of mothers who gave their sons 


in the defence of the nation. It
